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THE RICHMOND CONSOLIDATED. 


The Bulletin has the annexed notes 


of interest oonoeraing tbe Biohmond 
Consolidated, at Eureka: 


It is both a compliment and a crit- 


icism that there should be so much 
foreign capital invested in American 
mining property, It shows that oth- 
ers have faith in our resources, if w« 
have none, or but little; and it is a 
standing commentary on the timid- 
ity of onr capitalists that men should 
cross two oceans with their money to 
invest in and work our mines. Oat 
aide of the Oomstook Lode, some of 
the best miaea on the coast are being 
worked with the aid of British sov- 
ereigns. The Biohmond Consolida- 
ted, in the Eureka District, Nevada, 
is an instance in point. The affairs 
of this mine have recently been nnder 
investigation by a committee, and 
the report presented brings out some 
points*of value.

acres of woodland, purchased chiefly 
from the Government. The property 
has been worked for about eight years 
The original capital was $1,100,001) 
in 44,000 shares of the par value ol 
825 each. Of this money, $1,000,000 
was paid for the Richmond, G01%x 
800 feet, Colorado, 1,400x200 feel, to- 
gether with certain reduction works. 
Subsequently the Tip-Top, 600x300 
feet, were acquired by purchase. To 
meet this outlay and to provide for 
additional furnaces, the capital was 
increased in 1873 to 81,350,000 by the 
addition of 10,000 shares.

pany. The other expenses for tbe 
above period consist of 83,855,000 for 
smelting, $H99,000 for refining, $428,- 
000 for ireigbt and insurance, 182,- 
000 for interest and 8415,000 added 
to tbe capital noronot 
The mine is 


now working 140 men, and

monthly o.tpensos upproximatu 8125,- 
000. The fiist dividend was paid in 
April, 1872. Tbe last was paid in 
May, 1877, at' the rate of $1 87 per 
ohnre. Twelve dividends havo been 
paid, in nil aggregating §1,350,000. 
There have boon no aaannsmeDts. 
The product for May is estimated at 
$275,000, and for the first tire months 
of the year 81,300,000. 'Baeent dis- 
coveries of great value are alleged to 
have been made.

JUDGE OHO ON KEARNEYISM. 


A New York Trihunt reporter has 


interviewed Judge Ord of San Fran- 
cisco, now m New York. The latter 
said: 


I have watched the progress of the 


Kearney movement from its incep- 
tion. It was bronght about through 
tbe usual conflict between capital 
and labor, but principally- through 
the employment of Chinese labor to 
the exclusion of- all other. The em- 
igration of Chinese at first was very 
light and their coming was not ob- 
jected to, and in fact scarcely noticed. 
It was not until tho Central Pacific 
and Union Pacific Companies extend- 
ed competitive advantages to Chinese 
emigrants, and created snob a tre- 
mendous influx for several'years to 
the Pacific Coast that the present dis- 
turbance began to exist. White men 
and women who were only receiving 
moderate compensation for their la- 
bor were discharged, and Chinamen, 
who proved themselves to be willing 
and apt scholars, were substituted in 
their place. Not only did they make 
able miners, laborers and mechanics, 
but cooks, servants and chamber- 
maids, and to-day a great many of 
the very best houses on the Pacific 
Coast contain Chinese servants of 
evety grade. 
The enterprising la- 


borer who bad saved a small pittance 
easily stood this change for a short 
time, but while he was standing still 
spectators, manufacturers and others 
with capital were quickly gaining 
wealth through tbe introduction of 
cheap labor. 
The result has been 


that in a few years the workingmen 
have become beggars and the capital 
ist has become rich, and to-day San 
Francisco contains over one hundred 
millionaires. As a natural conse- 
quence this great wealth has created 
monopoly. This has assumed such 
a gigantic shape that every kind of 
legislation, both local and State, is 
constantly being tampered with, and 
even our courts are in danger of be- 
ing controlled by these monopolists. 
This, with the general depression in 
business and real estate, placed prop- 
erty owners in very bad odor. As an 
instance, I recall the ouso of Hop- 
kins, an extensive stock owner of the 
Pacific Coait, 
who contemplated 


building a very fine mansion just out- 
side of our city. 
Drawings were 


completed and ground broken. The 
cost was estimated at 81,000,000. 
Hopkins employed Chinese laborers 
and tbe work was advancing rapidly. 
But while this was going on white 
laborers grumbled considerably, and 
one night a large gang of these men 
proceeded to the unfinished house 
and destroyed it. This was the sig- 
nal for a general outbreak, since 
which time confusion and disorder 
have been rampant under the leader- 
ship of Kearney. 
Hopkins was 


forced to leave the city and settled 
in the southern part of the State 
where he died in a few months, his 
nerves having become fatally affect- 
ed. No will was found after his 
death, bat an estimate of bis wealth 
can be formed from tbe fuot that his 
wife was compelled to furnish a per 
sonal bond of 810,000,000 as adminis- 
trate x of tbe estate. 


All parties must have a leader, and 


Koirney became a favorite among 
tho rabble and was looked upon as 
their leader. 
Seeing this he con- 


ceived that bis only opponents were 
the groat capitalists, whom he de- 
spises in their alleged inability to 
resist him. 
He was encouraged in 


bis course by men who had more 
bruins than himself, some of wbom 
were amusing themselves at tbe ex- 
pense of the public, and some who, 
from meroenary motives, were anx- 
ious for the movement to go on. He 
very soon became not only popular 
bat powerful among that class of 
laborers who for a long time had felt 
sore at tbe capitalist. 
A discontent 


cd set throughout the interior hear- 
ing of him, imagined that a great 
power reposed in him, and simulta- 
neously Kearneyism found adherents 
in every port of the State. Kearney- 
ism is at white heat now, and it is 
evident that concessions must be 
made by both Communists and capi- 
talists. 
In tbe city it has gained 


more strength thunjjm the interior, 
and there i» no doubt but at tbe next 
election it will show a bolder front. 
The respectable working element is 
against any acts of communism, but 
willing to affiliate with any organiza 
tion opposing monopolists and oapi> 
talists 
It is willing, mainly, to dp- 


stroy the power of the railroad, 
steamship and banking corporations. 
In this way the Kearney men will 
achieve their object. 
What tbe 


Kearneyites want are new laws com 
polling Chinamen to a'dhere com- 
pletely to the laws of this country. 
At present a Chinaman don't know 
and don't care to know what the laws, 
are. They want China traffic stopped 
and objfxJt to Chinamen Dooming to 
this country,, who have no .other ob- 
ject in view but to gain some money 
and then return borne without hav- 
ing spent anvthing here. 
Another 


demand which they make is that the 
law allowing- dead Chinamen to be 
returned to their home shall be re- 
scinded, for if the Chinamen knew 
that tbey were to be buried in this 
country, tbey would not oome bare 
for love nor money. If the China- 
men were compelled to adhere to our 
local laws much of this trouble conld 
be averted.

RAPID AOCCanJi.4TION OF SILVER 


MONEY; 


William Sherman, Assistant United 


States Treasurer in this city, hardly 
knows what to do with all the money 
b- ought to the Treasury building on 
C •mmereial street. In the vaults 
tbi ro are eight million dollars in 
gold, two million of new silver dot- 
IMS, and about one million dollars 
iu subsidiary coin. The money, prop- 
erly counted and assorted, in bags of 
he ivy muslin or Tarpaulin, is stacked 
up from tbe base to the crown of the 
vaults, and nearly every foot of avail 
able space is already occupied. A 
new vault large enough to hold 
twelve million dollars has been or- 
dered from Boston, and in a short 
time will be placed in the basement 
of the building. The gold com, 
which is mainly received from the 
Custom bouse, is being kept for the 
time of resumption. The accumula- 
tion of silver results from the depos 
it in exchange for silver certificates. 
The silver certificates being receiv 
able for duties at the several Custom- 
houses of the United States are in 
ready demand, and are worth a trifle 
more than gold for transmission, as 
the half of one per cent., the current 
rate of exchange, is saved by their 
use. Since the new law, making the 
silver dollar receivable for duties, 
went into effect, the receipts of gold 
at the Custom-Bouse in this city have 
diminished only in a very slight de- 
gree. In fact1 very .few silver cer- 
tificates are in circulation. Of the 
entire two million issued by the Sub 
Treasurer ia this city, it is safe to 
say that the sum of $1,800 000 has 
been sent ts New York. Mints are 
permitted to coin the cew dollars at 
the rate of four millions a month, 
but as the duties received in New 
York alone amount to ten or twelve 
millions a month, all the silver coined 
is readily taken. What will finally 
become of all tbe silver stored in tho 
vaults of the country in exchange for 
certificates is a problem fpr statesmen 
and financiers to solve.—Bulletin.
